It is generally supposed that Mme. 
Caillaux had received an intimation that 
Calmette was. about to publish these 
letters, and it was this that led her to 
attack him. Calmette was a bitter po- 
litical foe of Calillaux. 

Paul Bourget ¢n Office. 
Editor Calmette was about to leave 
his office in company with Paul Bour- 
get, the author, when Mme. Caillaux 
presented herself vesterday afternoon 
and demanded to see him. 

Excusing himself from the author, M. 
Calmette politely asked what he could 
do for his visitor. At once Mme. Cail- 
laux drew a revolver from her muff and 
fired every cartridge at the editor, whwu 
sank down with bullets in his chest, side 
and abdomen. He was removed to a 
hospital and died at 12:45 this morning. 
When lifted from the floor in his of- 
fice M. Calmette said repeatedly: ‘“‘T 
have done my duty! I have done my 
duty!” 

Mme. Caillaux made no effort to es- 
cape but surrendered the pistol to em- 
ployes of the Figaro office with the re- 
mark: “Since there is no justice in this 
country I take upon myself an act of 
justice. Take me where you will.” 

At the police station Mme. Caillaux 
said she regretted having to shoot M. 
Calmette. “I had no intention of killing 
him and I would be happy to Know h» 
will recover. I. desired only to teach him 
a lesson.” 

She further explained that the cam- 
paign waged by M. Calmette against her 
husband had become intolerable and her 
lawyer gave her no hope of redress, so 
she took the law into her own hands, 
bought a revolver and went to tie 
Figaro office to wreck vengeance. 

Climax of the Attacks. 

The climax to the continued attacks 
on the Finance Minister, which began 
Jan. 12, came last Friday, when the 
Figaro contained a fac simile of a let- 
ter from M. Caillaux. to an intimate 
friend. dated ‘“‘The Senate, July 16, 1901,” 
at which time he was in the Waldeck- 
Rousseau Cabinet. In this letter, M. 
Caillaux rejoiced that he had succeed- 
ed in defeating the proposed income 
tax, although in the eyes of the world 
he was the promoter of the bill. 

It is believed that the Minister in- 
tended to take action against M. Cal- 
mette for publishing a private letter 
without the authority of either’ the 
sender or the receiver. 

Relating her visit to the Figaro of- 
fice, she said: ‘“‘M. Calmette was most 
polite. and asked what he could do for 
me.

SOTER SEES WIFE 
SLAIN BY HUSBAND 
Wh KILLS SELF 


Standing at a second-story’ window, 
Mrs. Adele Lenhardt, a widow, saw_her 
sister, Mrs. Louisa. Seitz, 29 years old, 
shot and killed by her husband, Henry. 
Seitz, a truck gardener, in the yard of 
the Seitz home, 4021 Weber road,» near 
the southern city limits, Monday after- 
noon. 

She told a reporter Tuesday that she 
saw her sister apparently pleading with 
Seitz and begging him not ‘to kill her. 
Seitz leveled a shotgun at-his wife and 
emptied both barrels at close range. A 
f-w minutes later he shot himself in the 
temple and near the heart with a re- 
volver. He died at the city hospital at 
2:20 a. m.- Tuesday. 

Seitz quarreled with his wife becauss 
the dinner prepared for him at noon had 
got cold while he was sleeping after 
coming home from market: intoxicated. 
His wife tried to arouse him at noon, 
but could not. When he,awoke at 3 
p.m. and found that he had slept past 
the hour he had‘set for his dinner, he 
demolished the kitcher range with an 
ux and ther taking a shotgun went into 
the yard where his wife was hanging 
clothes. 

Mrs. Seitz’s sister, Mrs. Lenhardt, was 
in the kitchen when Seitz picked: up the 
gun. Taking Seitz’s 33-year-old. son’ in 
her arms, she fled to a second-floor 
room overlooking the yard. She told 
the police she saw Seitz kill her sister. 
She told policemen she heard Mrs. Seitz 
plead with Seitz to spare her life, and 
promise to prepare another dinner for 
him. 

Ignoring her pleading Seitz emptied 
beth barrels of the shotgun into hee 
body at close range. He called to Mrs. 
Lenhardt and asked her to help him car- 
ry his wife’s body into the house.

carried it into the kitchen, and laid It

Teeth Identify Norman Hancock; Five

The body of Norman Hancock, sales- 
man for the Curlee Clothing Co., and 
one of the 30 men killed in the Missour! 
Athletic Club fire, was identified at the 
morgue Tuesday. Dr. D. M. Gibson, a 
dentist, examined the mouth and recog- 
nized the fillings which he had placed ir 
the lower teeth less than a week before 

the fire of March 9. 

Five bodies remained unidentified. 
They are supposed to be the bodies of 
Willlam E. Becker, A. J. Odegaard, FE. 

J. McKenna, J. W. McGuinness and A, 
T. Ranus. Four have teeth which might 
serve to identify them, but the fifth is 
headless. 

The M. A. C. committee in charge of 
the bodies announced that impressions 
and records of the four sets of teeth 
would be made and kept for comparison 
with ‘any dental records that may be 
found as to the five men named. 

H. A. Block and F. M. Boone Jr., who 
accompanied the dentist who identified 
Hancock’s body, said the body would 
be sent to Haskell, Tex., Hancock's 
former home, for burial. Norman Han- 
cock was not related to Allen R. Han- 
cock of 4141 Cook avenue, another vic- 
tim of the fire.

probably will be placed in a vault.

E. N. Zoline of Chicago, attorney for 
the petitioners, who filed the applica- 
tion, announced that at least 2 mem- 
bers of the House and several Senators 
would appear before the department or 
the President in behalf of the convicted 
men.

Hugband, Declares Latter Is

TELLS OF LONG ABUSE 


Says Man for Whom She Di- 
vorced Another Beat Her 
for Years. 
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Mrs. Ada Owsley, a prisoner in an 
observation ward cell at the city hos- 
pital, thumbing a well-worn Bible, 
which she spends most of her time 
reading, told a reporter, Tuesday, 
that while she awaited the action of 


the grand jury for shooting and kill- 
ing her husband, her son and step- 
son were deliberately working at 
cross purposes—the son to cbtain her 
release and the stepson t> have her 
punished to the full extent of the 
law. 

A Coroner’s jury, which investigat- 
ed the killing of Benjamin &. Owsley 
in his home at 1219 Wayren street, 
March 1, returned a verdict of justi- 
fiable homicide. Mrs. Owsley is kept 
at the city hospital awaiting the 
grand jury’s action simply because it 
is as convenient a place as any for 
her and ‘not because she is under ob- 
servation. 

Son Works to Free Her. 

Edwards Ricketts, 19 years old, of llvl 
Palm stret, 
marriage. Robert B. Owsley, 29 years 
old, of 3836 Cottage avenue, is her dead 
husband@’s son by his former. marriage. 

Mrs. Owsley said she regretted her 
plight had brought her son and stepson 
into conflict. She said her son was her 
only visitor and champion. He is doing 
his utmost to bring about her release 
by convincing the Circuit Attorney and 
the grand jury, as the Coroner’s jury 
was convinced, that the killing was 
justifiable. 

On the other hand, she said, Robert 
Owsley sought to avenge the slaying of 
his father by having his stepmother con- 
victed of murder and sent to prison. 


Pleads She Loved Him. 


Mrs. Owsley is being treated for 
physical disability, a condition which 
she avers is the result of brutal 
treatment and indignities to which 
she had been subjected by her hus- 
band after she had undergone a sur- 
gical operation two years ago at 
Washington University Hospital. She 
did not tell her story to the Coro- 
ner’s jury, but if she is heli for trial 
she will tell it to the jury. 

“Oh, it is horrible to have tdken a 
human life!” she exclaimed, fondling 
her Bible. “I don’t understand, even 
now, how I did it. And I had loved 
him so. 

“Tf I had it to do over again, I 
would rather he had taken my life. 
Mean though he was to me I never 
shall be happy again.” 

‘‘We were married four years ago, at 
Jeffersonville, Ind.,’’ she said. ‘He 
treated me all right for about one year. 
After that he began to have spells of 
ill temper and every time he visited his 
son, Robert, who was an engineer at the 
West End Hotel, he would come home 
and fight with me. He wouldn’t speak 
to me for weeks at a time. 


Seldom Speke to Each Other. 

‘We had not spoken a word to each 
other for a week just before the day of 
the shooting. I used to read the paper 
to him every night, for he could neither 
read nor write, and many times I would 
stop and comment on an article, but he 
never would reply. I prepared his meals 
and we ate. in silence. He was glum 
and sneered at me and if I made a 
movement. of endearment toward him 
he would strike me. He beat me sev- 
eral times the week preceding his 
death. 

“Sunday morning, after breakfast, he 
took off my glasses, said he would spoil 
my face for me, and struck me over the 
eyes. Then he shouted he would kill me 
and asked where I had put the gun. 
I told him it was in the trunk in the

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Battle Squadrons to the 
Kaiser’s Five. 

LONDON, March 17.—A variant on the 
“Naval Holiday’’ suggestion was pro- 
duced by Winston Spencer Churchill, 
First Lord of the British Admiralty, in 
the House of Sommons today. In intro- 
ducing the naval estimates for 1914-13, 
amounting to $257,750,000, he said: 

“Every delay, aceidental or deliberate. 
by the next strongest power (Germany) 
to England, will be matched by us.”’ 

That the naval éstimates were the 
largest ever submitted to the House, 
Churchill admitted, but he said that the 
estimates for 1915-16 would be substan- 
tially lower than the present ones, which 
show an increase of $13,700,000 over those 
of last year. 

Churchill reiterated that it was tha 
policy of Great Britain to complete eight 
battle squadrons by the time Germany 
had established five, without calculating 
ships on foreign stations. 

Churchill explained that the develop- 
ment of the German fleet had not been 
so rapid as had been anticipated, owing 
to the difficulties in manning the ves- 
sels. Great Britain, therefore, had been 
enabled to postpone the completion of 
her Gibraltar squadron, which now con- 
sists of only four battleships. 

The increased expenditure, he said, 
was largely attributable to the change 
to oil fuel, to the establishment of a 
naval flying corps, and to the increased 
pay of the bluejackets.

McALESTER, Ok., March 17.—After a 
wild ride on a locomotive taken from 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas round- 
house here today, Joseph Tate, a dis- 
charged fireman, was overpowered bare- 
ly in time to prevent a collision with 
a southbound limited passenger train. 
His only explanation was that he was 
celebrating St. Patrick's day. . 

Tate took the locomotive out about 
daylight, ran down a siding into a line 
of box cars, causing some damage. He 
then hacked the engine up, threw 
switches and ran out on the main line.

dé ING JOHN,” in which Robert 
K B. Mantell began his engage- 
ment at the Shubert Theater 
on Monday evening, is one of Shak- 
speare’s old “roaring melodramas’’ of 
vociferous pageantry and noisy intrigue, 
the royal brow of its title-role figure 
anointed with blood and his scepter 
used as a baton of assassination. 

It isn’t tawdry or fustian, despite all 
its clamor, for the simple reason that 
Gentle Will of Avon is always majestic 
in the telling of his great stories, en- 
riching them with lines of the noblest 
poetic beauty and profound thoughtful- 
ness. But it must be played with the 
throttle wide open, so to speak, and 
scenery-chewing—the stage art so dearly 
loved in the spacious days of Queen 
ilizabeth—is a seeming necessity of the 
occasion.

gooseflesh, cold sweats of mortal horror 
und cramp-colics of physical dissolution 
that it seems to cry aloud in ear-split- 
ting agony. 

It’s a great “death scene’’—there’s no 
doubting this truth. It sends one out 
of the theater with a nightmare clutch- 
ing at one’s throat after the most ap- 
proved fashion of the good old times 
when anything like “repression” 
method was scorned as a confession 
of histrionic weakness. 

Therg are some big .clashes of melo- 
dramatic vigor. In one of these en- 
counters the old Queen Elinor, King 
John’s mother, 
Miss Genevieve Reynolds, and the young- 
er Lady Constance, mother of Arthur, 
played by Miss Ruth Blackburn, rail at 
one another like Billingsgate fishwives, 
all but coming to hand-grips of scratch- 
ing and hairpulling at the scene's cli- 
max. 

Another of these moments is when 
the Cardinal Pandulph of Mr. Frank 
Peters’ playing launches the curse of 
Rome at the crowned head of John and 
threatens that of Philip, King of France, 
with the same dread malediction if he 
refuses to break his unholy alliance 
with the English murderer-King. 

These are memorable examples of what 
may be called the “‘thunder-drama’’: of 
the past—they come near making the 
very heavens fall with the reverberating 
echoes of their unleashed tonal volume. 

Mr. Mantell plays-John, the usurper. 
as a wide-mouthed,  sensual-lipped 
monster of incredible venom and 
cruelty in his lust for kingly power 
and the pomp of royal state. He is at 
his real best in the moment of cow- 
ard-muttering into Hubert’s ear, a 
scene which he endows with blood- 
chilling malevolence, and at his 
seeming best, according to earlier 
standards, in the clinical details of 
the death scene. 

His John, is a red haired, red-bearded 
gloating-eyed criminal,a sort of Bill 
Sykes in ermine, and he becomes 
shiveringly real as the story  pro- 
gresses to its close. The Mantell 
shading of the character, from the 
one extreme of unrestrained melo- 
dramatic villainy to the other of al- 
most voiceless and keenly satanic 
prompting to bloody deeds jin his ser- 
vice, is admirably accomplished. 

And, always, the Mantell reading of 
Shakspeare’s lines is commanding in 
authority and in its results «f beauty 
in diction. The role does not give 
him one of his great triumphs, but 
it tends to complete what is now the 
most comprehensive gallery of Shaks- 
pearean portraits painted by any liv- 
ing actor. 

“Hamlet” is this evening’s offering. 


“SWEETHEARTS” AT OLYMPIC. 
Victor Herbert’s ‘‘Sweethearts,” as 
sung and played by winsome Christie 
MacDonald and a company at the Olym- 
pic last night, takes one back a dozen or 
15 years, to the good old pre-tango days, 
and to the tuneful scores and thé clean 
fun of “‘The Serenade” and “The For- 
tune Teller.’’ 

Not that there is anything dull or 
drab about the new comic opera. In 
scenery and staging it equals any of the 
“Follies” or “‘Revues.”’ The second art 
is a regular pageant of costumes. But 
it is in the music, and, too, in the qual- 
ity of the comedy, that this week's of- 
fering surpasses the general run of light 
entertainment. 

As for Miss MacDonald, one had bu: 
to see her smile and hear her sing to be 
richly rawarded for attending a perform- 
ance of ‘“‘Sweetheart.”” She carries about 
in her eyes and her throat a sort of 
perpetual joy of living. To hear her 
sing ‘“‘Sweethearts”’ is also to realize that 
Victor Herbert has lost none of his cun- 
ning as a melody-weaver. 

The newness and freshness of this 
music is another distinct impression. 
The songs are not variations of those of 
bygone years, and in only one number igs 
there a reminder of any other number 
already familiar. This is the ‘Angelus’ 
song, whose name indicates that it was 
meant to be like the chorus of the same 
name in “‘The Serenade.” The orchestra- 
tion, in which bells and organ have 4 
part, is more complex than in the earlier 
“Angelus’’ song. 

Tom McNaughton, chief comedian, had 
a part in which dear old George Froth- 
ingham, fun-maker of the Bostonians, 
would have rejoiced. In his role of po- 
litical intriguer and laundry heiper, he 
di¢. his best work in the washing scene 
where, by sheer pantomime and manipu. 
lation, he kept the house laughing for an 
all too short 10 minutes. Lionel Walsh. 
as a “sillv awss’’ Briton, and Frank 
Belcher and Robert O’Connor as conspir- 
ators, made up, with him, a quartet 
which appeared, toward the last, in 
monastic garb, and sang a droning air, 
to which were set such phrases ag "‘] 
Am a Bear, I Am a Bear, I Am a Bear- 
er of Good News.”’ 

Eleanor Henry, who had the first song, 
did it so well and made so pretty an ap- 
pearance that some persons, not familiar 
with the appearance of the more buxom 
Miss MacDonald, began by thinking the 
first soloist the star. Ethel du Fre Hous- 
ton, as ‘“‘Mother Goose,” the laundress. 
was a replica of Xantippe or Dame Van 
Winkle, and her six daughters were 
well selected from a stageful of very 
comely young women. Edwin Wilson, as 
Lieut. Karl, the flirt, was well matched 
with the very serious and very hana- 
some Carl Gantvoort, as Prince Franz.

NEW CHARTER GIVES 


CITY RIGHT TO HIRE 
QUTSIDE EXPERTS 


Provision Suggested in Post-Dis- 
patch Editoral Incorporated in 
Proposed Measure. 


St. Louis will be given the power, in 
the new charter belng prepared by the 
Board of Freeholders, to go outside of 
the city. for men of special scientific 
qualifications when such men are not 
available here. 


This was agreed upon by the Free- 
holders Monday night after Charles 
Langeman had called attention to a 


Post-Dispatch editorial suggesting . that 
the city’s hands ought not to be tied by 
requiring that all officials or employes 
of the city government should be resi- 
dents of St. Louis. 


Under the old charter the city has the 
power to employ outside experts, in 
some instances. Several years ago ti 
employed outside engineers to make a 
report on a water system, and it is now 
employing George E. Kessler of Kan- 
sae City as ean expert in landscape en- 
gineering to aid in the work of beauti- 
fying the city parks and playgrounds. 

Approves Post-Dispatch Idea. 


Langeman said the Post-Dispatch sug- 
gestion was good, and that the city 
ought to have the power, ih case st. 
Louis had no man capable of doing some 
particular character of work, to get 
the best man for that purpose—even if it 
had to send to China for him. 

Some of the Freeholders thought that 
the provision suggested by Langeman

TR. GIVES $2000 
FOR MORE AMAZON 
RIVER EXPLORATION 


Suggests Museum of Natural His- 
tory Send His Two Ornithol- 
ogists Back to Brazil. 


NEW YORK, March 12.—Theodore 
Roosevelt will give $2000 to the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History when 
he returns to New York in May and 
will assist it in raising $4000 more to 
carry on explorations in South America. 

This offer was made in two letters of 
the Colonel, just made public at the 
musgum. Col. Roosevelt said his son, 
Kermit, Anthony Fiala and several oth- 
ers in the party had suffered slight at- 
tacks of fever, but otherwise all were 
in excellent health 

The only condition attached to Col. 
Roosevelt’s offer is that the museum 


expend the money in completing the 
work of exploration he had begun. It 
was said at the museum this would be 
agreed to and Col Roosevelt’s offer 
had been accepted. The letters con- 
taining the offer and other information 
about his trip were received by Prof. 
Henry Fairfield Osborn, president of the 
museum, and Frank M. Chapman, cura- 
tor of ornithology. 

Col. Roosevelt said the region tduched 
by his. party was productive of wonder- 
ful scientific, results. One river was 
discovered, he wrote, and many mam- 
mals and birds were obtained. Col. 
Roosevelt is bearing the expenses of 
Cherrie and Miller of the museum staff, 
who are in his party. He speaks high- 
ly of their work and says he wants 
them, and not himself, to write a book 
of the trip. 

Kills Several Specimena. 

In his explorations, the Colonel’s rifle 
has brought down a giant tapir, some 
white-lipped peccaries and several bush 
deer. 

Regarding his offer to finance future 
explorations, Col. Roosevelt, writing 
from St. Louis de Caceres, on Jan. 6, 
to President Osborn, said: 

“When I get baci€’I am anxious to 
help you send Miller to complete his 
work around Mount Duida, to ascend to 
the top and thoroughly work the neigh- 
borhood from the standpoint of the 
mammalologist and ornithologist. He 
ought to have about $5000 for the trip. 
I will subscribe $1000 and do my best to 
help raise the remainder. 

‘Miller is a capital fellow. He has 
begun his work around Mount Duida, 
and if he is given the time and. the 
moderate amount of money necessary, 
he can thoroughly finish the work and 
do something emphatically creditable to 
the museum. As I probably shal] take 
Cherrie down the River de Duvida, I 
wish to give this as a kind of consola- 
tion prize to Miller. 


Gives $1000 for Further Work. 

“I also shall help with $000 fn sending 
Cherrie back for the museum, to work 
thoroughly the Upper Paraguay 
marshes. They offer a wonderful field. 
I earnestly hope Chapman has bee!) 
favorably impressed by my proposal, 
that you will be struck by it and that 
my request will be granted.” 

As regards himself, the Colonel adds: 

“I am only too delighted with the op- 
portunity of having such men as Cher- 
rile and Miller with me.” 

He says he fs prowd of being connect- 
ed with the museum. The letter con- 
tinues: 

“What I do in paying the expenses 
of the two men is much more than re- 
paid by the pleasure I get in having 
them with me and in helping to do th 
work. But if you and the authorities 
of the museum feel you would like, in 
any way, to recognize the fact I have 
taken them with me and am giving the 
collections to the museum, then there is 
no other recognition I would value in 
any way so much as the granting of 
permission to Cherrie and Miller to 
write-this book themselves. 

“No other two field mammalogists 
and ornithologists have had the oppor- 
tunity that this trip will give to Cherrie 
and Miller, and I want to see their 
work preserved in a volume and not 
in a collection of pamphlets, Pamphlets, 
even scientific pamphiets, are almost as 
ephemeral as newspapers.”’ 

Museum Officials BDlated. 

The letter to Dr, Chapman, which was 
of a later date, was gent from Tapira- 
poan, Matto Grosso, Jan. 16 It tells 
of the material acquired with his rifle 
and of the health ef the party, and 
Bays: 

“We are now about te go mnto the 
real wilderness, where we shall hava 
to travel light, and can hardly collect 
any big animals. In a month or six 
weeks, we shall reach the head waters 
of an unexplored river. If my health 
continues good, as I expect, I think it 
probable I will go down this river to 
try to find its mouth, taking Kermit, 
Fiala and Cherrie with me, as well as 
Col. Rondon and two of the Bra- 
zilians.”’ 

The gratification of the museum offi- 
cials over the Roosevelt offer and the 
information contained in the letters was 
evident. Much attention has been given 
South America in the last few years. 

Leo BH. Miller of Indianapolis came 
into prominence when, two years ago, 
he found the cock-o’-the-rock, one of the 
rarest and most beautiful birds known. 
It never had been tracked to its nest in 
Ecuador until Miller obtained tt, almost 
at the cost of his life. Because of his 
prowess, he was made a member of tho 
regular staff. Last year he headed an 
expedition to South America, and later 
he was assigned to the Roosevelt party.

2000 SCIENTIST GRAFTS 


NERVES; BRAIN CELL 
DOES DOUBLE DUTY 


Glasgow Surgeon Makes Flexion 
Nerves Control Muscles in 
Leg of a Dog. 


LONDON, March 16.—The Times re- 
ports on the result of important nerve 
grafting experiments recently carried 
out by Prof. Robert Kennedy of Glas- 
gow, proving conclusively that a brafn 
cell may be taught to perform two sep- 
arate functions. 

Hach nerve connects with a particular 
set of brain cells which controls its ac- 
tivities. It was supposed that the cells 
were able to perform only the function 
alloted to them by nature. 

Dr. Kennedy made experiments on the 
foreleg of a dog. He severed all the 
nerves connecting with the muscles be- 
low the joint and then connected all these 
muscles to the group of nerves control- 
ling flexion or bending. 

The dog was for some time unable to 
direct or co-ordinate its movements. 
Gradually, however, at about the ninety- 
third day, this power returned and 
was completely regained by the 123d 
day. 

The possible applications of the dis- 
covery are very wide. For example, the 
nerves of a withered or useless limb, 


 enuse of some injury or to disease of 
the brain, if called to the nerve trunk 
leading to a healthy part of that or- 
gan, might again receive and convey 
stimuli. In that case the degenerated 
and flabby muscles would regain power 
and the infirmity would be cured. 

While this is speculation, says the 
Times, there can be no doubt that Dr. 
Kennedy’s work is of the highest im- 
portance and interest, or that it will 
have very far-reaching effects.

2 CHIEF WITNESSES DEAD 


Policeman Was Killed by Robber 


Arrested in Holdup in Peter 
Heibel Saloon. 


Sixteen years after the slaying of Pa- 
-trolman Nicholas Hunt by a saloon 
robber, “St. Paul Tip,” known also as 
, William C. Thornton or Arthur_C. Web- 
ster, is to be brought to St. Louis by 
‘Detective Thomas Hunt, brother of the 
slain policeman, to stand’ trial for :the 
murder. , 

For 14 years “St. Paul Tip’: has bee’ 
‘in the Rhode Island Penitentiary on 
a robbery charge. “Now dhe has. been 
pardoned, but he is being held by the 
police of Providence, R. I., and a de- 
'tective is on the way there to remind 
‘him of the old police adage that ‘the 
Jaw never sleeps.”’ 

Through the years of his long prison 
term in Rhode Island, “St. Paul Tip” 
‘was in fancied security, thinking that 


4 the old charge against him in St. Louis 


had been forgotten. So certain of this 
was he, that he asked for and obtained 
‘@ pardon on the strength of His good 
‘behavior in prison. When he thought 
he was free, the ever-watchful law again 
Claimed him. 

“St. Paul Tip” had servei 14 years 
‘of a 26 years’ sentence for highway 
robbery in Rhode Island. 

Tells Story of Killing. 

Patrolman Martin Delaney, now a 
‘signal officer in Central District, was 
with Hunt the night.the latter was 
shot to death and recalls tne killing 
in every detail. Here is his story of 
how it occurred: 

Delaney, who was walking a beat 
north of Choutéau avenue, and Hunt; 
who was walking south of Chouteau, 
were attracted to the viciniiy of Jef- 
ferson and.Scott avenues hy several 
-Shots on the night of Nov. 15, 1897. 
‘In running to the scene they encoun- 
tered three: menjavho were running 
from the’saloon of: Peter Heibel at 
600 South Jefferson ayenue, The pro- 
prietor, and several. custumers had 
just beert held up. OG gs 

Hunt captured one of the robbers 
and turned him over to Delaney 
while he chased a sécond through the 
railroad yards. Midway between 
Scott and -Chouteau avenues, Hunt 
caught the second man, wno proved 
to be “St. Paul Tip,” and was leading 
him to a patrol box when the pris- 
oner, holding a revolver in his coat

shot Hunt in the abdomen. - 
Hunt fell, but staggered to his knees 


and whilé the robber was running awa) 4 


Although wound- 
ed, the robber escaped and all trace of. 
him was lost. His identity was made 
known by Charles Sheldon, the firs* 
man Hunt had captured, who also im- 
Plicated Frank Stetson in the holdup. 
Stetson was arrested a few days later 
in Hot Springs, and he and Sheldon 


_ ‘were sent to the penitentiary for rob- 


bery, it not being proven that they 
were accomplices in the murder of the 
patrolman. 


Captured in Connecticut. 
Circulars bearing a photograph and 
broadcast and two years later the St. 
Louis police learned, of his capture in 
Bridgeport, Conn. 

G. J: Dougherty, then Connecticut 
representative of the Pinkerton De- 


» tective Agency, arrested “St. Paul Tip” 


with “Sleepy John” (John Smith), ‘‘Mil- 
Waukee Red” (John Brown) and “Troy 
Joe’’ (Joseph Curran), Aug. il, 1899, ani 
would have succeeded in having ‘‘St. 
Paul Tip’’ then turned over to the St. 
‘Louis police but for the fact that it de- 
veloped he and his comrades were want- 
ed at Newport, R. I., for a sertes of 
Garing robberies, including: the hold-up 
of a paymaster at the car barns. The 
Newport authorities insisted they had a 
strong case against the four men and 
promised to turn Hunt's slayer over to 
the St. Louis police when they were 
through with him. 

“Bt. Paul Tip,”’ after serving 14 years 
of his term and believing that the St. 
Louis police had forgotten all about him, 
began making overtures for a pardon. 
Having been a model prisoner he had 
the support of the warden and finally 
succeeded in obtaining a pardon from 
the Governor. 


But the Newport police were not 


_ asleep, They notified the police here 


that the slayer of Patrolman Hunt was 
about to obtain his freedom and in- 
quired if he was still wanted in St: 
Louis. “He is,"" was the answer wired 
back, and when “St. Paul Tip’’ stepped 
from the penitentiary the next de ~e 
Was nabbed and hustied off to rrovi- 
dence to await the arrival of a St. Louis 
officer. 

 . wo Witnesses Have Died. 

The police files here were searched 
and when it was learned that two wit- 
nesses of the holdup had died and that 
a third was in the city sanitarium, the 
Police feared they would not be able to 
Make @ case against the prisoner.

It has been truthfully called the law of over- 
ruling necessity. There are instances in which 
a public necessity arises to take, use or destroy 
the property of individuals to prevent the 
spreading of a fire, the ravages of a pestilence, 
the advance of a hostile army, or any great pub- 
lic calamity. This public necessity is the neces- 
sity which knows no law, says the great author- 
ity on the police power. On this subject Judge 
Cooley says: 

There are cases where it becomes necessary 
for the public authorities to interfere with 
the control by individuals of their property, 
and even to destroy it, where the cwners 
themselves have fully observed all their du- 
ties to their fellows and to the State, but 
where, nevertheless, some controlling public 
necessity demands the interference or destruc- 
tion. * * * §o0 a particular use of property 
may sometimes be forbidden, where, by a 
change of circumstances, and without the fault 
of the owner, that which was once lawful, 
proper and unobjectionable has now hecome a

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Romantic Legends 
of St. Patrick

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St. Patrick was a gentleman 
As everybody knows. 

AENWYN-—St. Patrick’s real 
name was Maenwyn—weas sent 
as missionary to Ireland in 433 
by Pope Celestine. So nearly as 
dates can be verified, he was born in 372 
A. D., which would bave made him 61 
n he took up his religious duties in 
the Emerald Isle. Pursuing his work 
there for 60 years, he had reached the 
great age of J21 years when he laid down 
his earthly tasks and was buried at 

Downpatrick, where lle the remains of 

<t. Bridget and St. Colomb. 

Four countries claim St.. Patrick as 2 
rative—England, Scotland, Wales and 
France, and in each there is a spot 
pointed out as his birthplace. But 
whether or not he was 4 Frenchman or 
an Englishman, it is pretty generally 
agreed that he was a member of a noble 
house, and the most ancient records 
upon the subject seem to show that as 
a lad of 16 he was carried by pirates into 
Trelarid and there kept as a slave. This 
is @ thrilling enough adventure to please 
any romance-loving boy, and the tale 
has been repeated over and over through 
all the many generations since St. Pat- 
rick’s own boyhood. 

In Ireland, though Maenwyn waa ini- 
tiated into all the mysteries of the sea- 
faring men who had made him captive, 
he found time to occupy himself with 
other things, the customs and the lan- 
guage of the people, and finally made 
his way back to Gaul. There«he became 
an earnest student of the church. It 
was after taking orders that the name 
of Patrick ‘was given him. The ear- 
restness of the priest finally attracted 
the attention of the Pope, who sent him 
to Ireland, the most difficult of all com- 
missions then to be given any priest. 

The Druids Were Supreme. 

When St. Patrick went to Ireland the 
‘Druids were supreme in their influence 
over the masses. In a country for s0 
many centuries loyal to the Church of 
Rome, it seems singular to find still 
traces of the old Druid form of wor- 
ship in the remains of temples and al- 
tars in remote parts of the beautiful 
island. That St. Patrick was a man of 
wonderful strength of character, of re- 
markable personality, it is easy to be- 
lieve, for it is, beyond a doubt, trace- 
able largely if not entirely to his teach- 
ings and influence that Catholicism and 
not Druidism finally prevailed among 
the people. The Druids proving invinci- 
ble to his gentler arguments and per- 
suasions, the good saint was forced to 
the more emphatic method of cursing. 
He cursed their fields and the grain fell 
off; he cursed their rivers and no fish 
came to hook or net; he cursed their 
kettles so that they would not boil; 
and last of all, he cursed their bodies 
so that the earth opened and swallowed 
them; for there was a great earth- 
quake in St. Patrick's day, and just 
how much this had to do with estab- 
lishing him as a miracle worker will 
never be known. 

Those whom he blessed found ample 
reward tn following in the good priest’s 
footsteps. Churches, monasteries, col- 
leges and schools sprang up on all sides. 
‘Those who had been held down in fear 
the Druld teachings 
gaw a new light. In time Ireland be- 
came so noted for fits piety that it came 
to be called the “Isle of Saints.” 

St. Patrick was an ardent opponent of 
siavery, and is sald to have been zeal- 
ous in the cause of temperance. He for- 
bade all drinking until after vespers, in 
this way keeping the men sober and 
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steady for their day’s work. 

There were snakes a-plenty in Ireland 
when Patrick took up his missionary la- 
bors there. Facetious persons tell us 
that the snakes naturally grew less when 
the good priest’s temperance efforts be- 
gan to take effect. But the ridding of 
Ireland of snakes is one of the legends 
that lingers with more seeming of truth 
tnan anycof the others, and to this day 
it is accepted as a fact. 

In the Matter of the Snakes. 

St. Patrick, so it would seem, did not 
find it an easy task to dislodge all the 
snakes who for generations had made 
their homes in the sod beneath the 
shamrock or the rocks and in the hol- 
lows. Coming to one particularly stub- 
born old fellow, a very tempting box 
was offered to him, with the invitation 
that he make himself at home. The wily 
old snake objected, saying the box 
was to small. The good priest argued 
that the box was amply large, and just 
tc prove his contention to the contrary 
his snakeship crawled in, whereon the 
cover was snapped down and the box 
cast into the sea. It ig this old fellow 
that one may hear moaning at any time 
when walking by the sea. 

Up in the County of Downs, in one of 
the Seven Lakes, a great snake allowed 
himself .to be chained with the promise 
that he would be set free on Monday. 
No particular Monday was specified, so 
he is still confined there, and any num- 
ber of housewives can tell you that on 
“wash day” early in the morning this 
serpent’s voice can be heard stealing 
over the placid waters calling: ‘Long 
Monday, Patrick, long Monday!” 

The versions of the method employed 
by St. Patrick in ridding Ireland of 
snakes varies. In the North counties, 
where there seems to be more of poetry. 
one is told that it was through the 
charm of the shamrock—St. Patrick’s 
symbol—the reason for its adoption be- 
ing its trefoil leaves, used as a convinc- 
ing illustration of the doctrine of the 
trinity.

Though not an Irishman by birth, St. 
Patrick was endowed with much of Irish 
eioquence, since it is related how at one 
time he preached a sermon lasting three 
days and nights, and yet his hearers 
were not weary of listening to him, and 
were sorry when he drew to a close. 

St. Patrick’s drum was used for more 
than driving the snakes from Ireland, 
the romances state. It proclaimed the 
priest’s displeasure and came to be 
feared by those who wished his blessing 
and feared his curses. His bell, more 
joyous in sound, no doubt, could be 
heard all over the island, and in time, 
with its violent swinging, became 
cracked. An obliging angel, however, 
mended this. Adedtio these two instru- 
ments of sound, St. Patrick had a great 
horn, and placing your ear to this, in 
St. Patrick’s Church, where so many 
relics are still kept, you may hear the 
sweetest of sounds.

Have a skillet hot, placetwo ta- 
blespoons of butter; when melted, put in 
cracker crumbs, stir; then the flaked 
salmon; stir these together; season 
son well with pepper, salt and a dasn 
of cayenne and then mix % teaspoon 
of dry mustard with the oil that was 
on the salmon and stir in the mixture, 
then one cup milk. When the whole is 
thoroughly heated through and thick it 
is ready to serve. This makes an ex- 
cellent dish to prepare on short notice 
and is surely a hungry man’s delight. 


Boiled Canned Salmon. 


Drop one can of salmon in hot water 
and while this ts boiling 10 or 15 min- 
utes put a tablespoon (heaping) of but- 
ter or any good fat in spider; when 
hot through stir in a half onion (sliced 
fine and minced) and fry until brown. 
Stir into the brown fat a tablespoon of 
flour. When well mixed pour in a pint 
of milk or juice enough to make a 
nice gravy when boiled, then season 
with salt or pepper. Take can from 
hot water; open, drain off the liquor 
into the gravy, arrange the fish on a 
platter and pour gravy over and around 
hot fish. Garnish with sliced lemon and 
parsiey. Use water in place of milk, 
which makes the brown gravy.
